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Pizza chain’s bid for slice of cafe culture 


A PIZZA restaurant is trying 
again to get permission to have 
tables on the pavement. 

A previous bid by Pizza 
Express to have outdoor dining 
at its restaurant in Newmarket 
High Street was turned down 
on the grounds that the tables 
would cause an obstruction. 

Police were also concerned 
that the outdoor tables could 


increase street violence in the 
town.

Villagers in ‘chuck the trucks’ campaign 


VILLAGERS have launched a 
campaign to stop their community 
from being used as a truckstop. 
Residents of Red Lodge, near 
Newmarket, have decided it is time 
to “chuck the trucks” to improve 
their quality of life. 

Members of Red Lodge Eye, the 
local residents’ association, want 
measures to stop lorries coming 
through the village to use a popular 
24-hour lorry drivers’ cafe. 

They are also opposing plans for a 
new truckstop on the other side of 


the A11 bypass which has been 
proposed by a local landowner. 

Ian Harris, who chairs Red Lodge 
Eye, said: “We just want to be left 
alone to build up something good 
in this community and not be a 
thoroughfare for trucks. 

“Most other towns and villages that 
have had bypasses have had some 
sort of restriction on lorries. The 
A11 bypass was built in the early 
1990s, but the trucks still come 
through the village.” 

He added: “The proper place for a 


new truckstop is on the A14 - 
maybe at the BP stations near 
Newmarket where there are no 
houses nearby. The A11 is only a 
feeder road off the A14.” 

He said he was pleased at the 
support shown by villagers at Red 
Lodge, which is undergoing major 
expansion, with 1,500 new homes 
being built. 

Local MP Richard Spring has been 
invited to the village to hear about 
the campaign and the villagers’ 
concerns.

Report recommends 
closure of three courts

COURTS in Mildenhall 
and Ely could close in the 
next three years because 
they are not being used 
enough. 

The closure recommend¬ 
ations are made in a review of 
rural courts by Her Majesty’s 
Courts Service (HMCS). 

The report, leaked to the 
Weekly News, says: “The 
assets of Ely, Sudbury and 
Mildenhall are under-utilised 
assets that should be disposed 
and the workload transferred 
to other local courts that 
require more work to increase 
operational efficiency whilst 
maintaining access to justice.” 

Newmarket court closed 
around 15 years ago despite a 
campaign to keep it open. 

Now cases from the town are 
either heard at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, Mildenhall or Sud¬ 
bury 

The closure of Mildenhall 
has been rumoured for a 
number of years and at one 
time there was a plan for a 
major new court building in 
Bury St Edmunds to cover the 


whole of West Suffolk. 

Cases from Ely are likely to 
transfer to Cambridge. 

But Kathy Bradney, a former 
chairman of the bench at the 
Grade Il-listed courthouse in 
Ely, condemned the closure 
plan, saying: “It will be the 
end of local justice. My main 
concern is for people who will 
have to travel to other cities. 

“Even a short court appear¬ 
ance in Cambridge will take 
up their whole day.” 

She added: “It will be 
horrendous for people, even if 
they have a car and I don’t see 
how those using public trans¬ 
port will manage.” 

Another senior magistrate, 
who did not want to be named, 
said: “It will be a disaster for 
Ely and East Cambridgeshire. 

“The courthouse in Ely is an 
integral part of justice in East 
Cambridgeshire - scrapping it 
will rip the heart out of this 
process. 

“Local justice provided by 
local JPs is one of the great 


achievements of British 
justice. This will be destroyed 
if these bureaucrats get their 
way. 

“They value the courthouse 
at £350,000, but it is a listed 
building of unique historical 
importance. I don’t see how 
they will convert it to another 
use.” 

The report estimates the 
courthouse closure would save 
£191,000 a year and it is 
believed it will close within 
three years. 

Pauline Cornford, area 
director for HM Courts 
Service, who is leading the 
review, said: “No decisions 
have been made as to which - 
if any - of the proposed 
recommendations will 
proceed further. 

“However, during the 
summer the area director and 
her team will have further 
discussions and meetings with 
magistrates, judges and staff 
to agree how to proceed.”

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Airforce 


chiefs deny 
flights over 
cathedral 


AIRFORCE chiefs have 
denied pilots are flying 
over Ely Cathedral. 

RAF Mildenhall base com¬ 
mander Squadron Leader 
Richard Fryer issued the 
rebuttal after civic leaders 
accused airforce bosses of 
breaking an agreement that 
pilots should not fly directly 
over the historic building. 

It follows an upturn in air 
traffic in recent weeks after 
the base switched its flight 
paths over the city due to 
unusual weather patterns. 

But John Saunders, secret¬ 
ary of the Ely Society, 
claimed the US airforce had 
agreed in January 2007 to fly 
over the south of Ely rather 
than the built-up city centre. 

He said: “The people of Ely 
should not be subjected to 
noisy, low-flying aircraft dist¬ 
urbing, without reason, the 
historic environment of our 
city 

“We fail to see why the air¬ 
craft are using this route 
again. They should be on the 
agreed direct path over the 
station area or indeed not 
over the town at all if the 
weather is good.”

He said: “It’s about perc¬ 
eption. An aircraft may look 
like it’s over a particular 
building due to where you’re 
standing.

“There has never been an 
agreement not to fly within 
lkm or 500m of the centre of 
Ely, as some people have 
claimed. It was more con¬

“Flights towards Ely only 
make up 15 per cent of all 
flights from our base and 
we’re now back on our other 
runway towards Bury St 
Edmunds, so it shouldn’t be a 
problem any more.”

Trains disrupted 
after cable theft 


TRAIN services were 
restored in the Newmarket 
and Ely areas on Tuesday 
afternoon after engineers 
replaced signalling cable 
which had been stolen from 
the trackside. 

The theft of about 250 
metres of copper cable halt¬ 
ed trains on the Ipswich to 
Peterborough route. 

Trains from Ipswich were 
terminating at Bury St 
Edmunds where replace¬ 
ment buses were brought 
into operation. 

The theft was discovered 
on Tuesday morning and 
was being investigated by 


officers from British Trans¬ 
port Police’s specialist 
Operation Drum. 

A Network Rail spokes¬ 
man said the theft was the 
latest in a spate of incidents 
which have cost more than 
£4 million and disrupted 
train services all over the 
country. But he said the 
type of theft was compar¬ 
atively rare in East Anglia. 

He said a fail-safe system 
automatically switches 
signals to red if the cable is 
cut. But he said the thieves 
would have exposed them¬ 
selves to danger by tres¬ 
passing on the railway line.

Traffic junction 
plans will only 
end in disaster 


Sir, I must admire the 
enthusiasm shown by Suffolk 
County Councillor Lisa 
Chambers in her support of the 
“clock tower improvements”, 
(Letters, June 12). 

One of her claims for this is her 
almost daily visits and the fact it 
is her home town. Therefore I am 
surprised that she has failed to 
listen to the inherited problems 
this plan has. When even the 
town council pointed these out, 
it must be apparent to all. 

I am sorry but to ban right hand 
turns at the Waitrose junction 
because only 25 per cent do is a 
recipe for disaster. These 25 per 
cent, many of whom will live on 
the Exning Road and its side 
roads before Croft Road, will not 
want to join the already 
congested High Street, neither 
will they wish to take the long 
way round of Fordham 
Road/Croft Road. What will they 
do? Probably a U turn 
somewhere. 

I appreciate that this ban is the 
only way the system stands a 
chance of coping but really 
another exit out of Waitrose for 
those turning right should be 
incorporated, not added in the 
future. 

If the plan is kept - as shown in 
the local newspapers - then any 
person that travels the country 
will also agree where similar 
systems have been introduced, 
little or no difference in benefit 
has resulted. Indeed Cllr 
Chambers has only to look 
through the records of Suffolk 
County Council to realise that its 
record of succeeding first or 
even on its second attempt on 
introducing traffic lights is 
dismal. 

The original Waitrose system is 
amongst these. They would not 


listen then and it is absolutely 
clear they are not listening now. 
For someone so enamoured 
with this scheme I also find it 
very hard to believe Cllr 
Chambers would separate any 
copy of the plans out of her file, 
especially one affecting the 
contentious Waitrose junction. 
Why did she separate them? 

As for theory, models based on 
the compiled figures fail to take 
into account driving standards 
and/or driver responses. 

Neither do they take into 
account problems such as race 
days when exits are blocked. 
Most importantly the scheme 
actually affects a larger radius 
than the “experts” want to 
admit. The removal of the 
roundabout will affect the driving 
behaviour of many that used it to 
turn around. The U turn and 
three point turns will become the 
norm for these people especially 
in the High Street. 

Lastly on credibility and 
decisions made by the 
Highways Department, it is clear 
to all residents that they are not 
listened to. Firstly, the Green 
Road scheme and the 
continuous traffic problems it 
has and is having on all junctions 
off Warrington Street. 

Secondly, Palace Street, which 
now floods at the entrance of 
Palace House Stables. Also you 
just have to look outside of the 
paper shop to see black tyre 
marks over the pavement in 
front of their door because of the 
position of the cycle lane bollard. 
Carry on Cllr Chambers without 
listening and I trust you will 
resign when “hell” breaks out.

Planes stacking ‘will 
hit racing industry’ 


RACEHORSE breed¬ 
ers have warned that 
plans for aircraft 
holding zones near 
Newmarket could hit 
the town’s multi¬ 
million pound racing 
industry. 

Research carried out by 
Cambridge-based property 
company Bidwells has 
supported claims that many 
stud farms could move 
away from Newmarket - 
and maybe out of the 
country - if their business 
is affected by aircraft noise. 

The 17-week consultation 
period about the proposals 
by National Air Traffic 
Service (NATS) for aircraft 
holding “stacks” above the 
Cambridgeshire country¬ 
side ends today

Councils and MPs have 
opposed the plans together 
with leaders of the racing 
industry 

The area designated for 
aircraft to circle while they 
wait to land at Stansted is 
above a large part of 
Sheikh Mohammed’s stud 
farms south of Newmarket. 

The research by Bidwells, 
carried out for the New¬ 
market Stud Farmers 
Association, has shown that 
if one key player in the 
industry left the area it 
would influence the 
business decisions taken by 
93 per cent of other stud 
downers. 

Alastair Watson, chair¬ 


man of the Newmarket 
Stud Farmers Association 
said: “The economy is built 
around an economically 
footloose industry, it will 
take very little to under¬ 
mine the millions of 
pounds of investment that 
have, and will take place in 
the area.” 

Bidwells were com¬ 
missioned to conduct the 
research after repeated 
requests by the racing 
group to meet with NATS 
were ignored. 

The Association has 
argued that the con¬ 
sultation has not been 
conducted thoroughly and 
their industry, which 
occupies 9,341 acres of land, 
has been largely ignored. 

Mr Watson said: “We 
accept that provision needs 
to be made for ‘stacking’ in 


this area, however, the 
current proposals will have 
the worst possible effect, 
particularly on the thor¬ 
oughbred breeding ind¬ 
ustry. 

“There is evidence that 
NATS did not consider the 
Newmarket horseracing 
industry in putting forward 
its proposals and assumed 
the area to be like any other 
agriculture or rural area, 
which it is not. 

“We have alternative 
proposals which we believe 
minimise the impact, not 
only on the horseracing 
world but also the residents 
of Newmarket.” 

The racing industry 
employs more than 2,000 
people and is said to be 
worth £135 million to the 
area.

POLYCLINICS will not be 
coming to Cambridgeshire 
and the county’s small GP 
surgeries are safe, say health 
bosses. 

A national storm is brewing over 
super-size surgeries, with more than 
a million people signing a British 
Medical Association (BMA) petition 
against polyclinics as the Con¬ 
servatives accuse Labour of aiming 
to introduce them across the country. 

But Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) says the county’s major 
new surgery, to be located in St Neots 
and opening from 8am to 8pm every 
day, is a GP-led health centre which 
will not affect existing surgeries. 

Dr Dennis Cox, chairman of the 
PCT’s professional executive comm¬ 
ittee and a GP at the Cambridge 
Access Centre, said: “I cannot see 
that a small health centre with 
maybe two or three doctors working 
in it is a threat to patients in Ely, 
Littleport, St Ives and Cambridge. 

“We need all the GP surgeries we 
have got. We have no interest what¬ 
soever in closing surgeries down.” 

The contract to run the St Neots 
health centre will be put out to 
tender by the PCT, which will follow 
Department of Health guidelines 
and invite bids from NHS providers, 


GP consortia and the private sector. 
Defenders of polyclinics say they are 
purely a solution for London. 

Lord Darzi, the health minister, 
has called for a network of 150 
polyclinics across the capital to 
provide services, such as X-rays and 
scans, normally available only in 
hospitals. 

Labour says the GP-led health 
centres it has ordered every PCT to 


build are not polyclinics, as they will 
not offer the same range of services. 

But the Conservatives believe the 
polyclinic experiment will be rolled 
out nationwide. They claim if that 
happens, the average distance people 
in Cambridge will have to travel to 
see a GP will increase from 0.6 miles 
to 2 miles. 

Andrew Lansley, MP for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire South and shadow 


health secretary, said: “The average 
distance people will have to travel to 
see their local doctor could rise to 
three miles - in some rural areas it 
might be even further.” 

But Dr Cox believes centres like 
the one in St Neots, which will 
combine a permanent list of 2,500 
patients with a walk-in option for 
others, will not affect other GP 
surgeries. He said: “People can still 
remain registered with their 
existing doctor.” 

Councillor Geoff Heathcock, 
Liberal Democrat spokesman for 
health on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, thinks the polyclinic row 
involves both political point-scoring 
and justified concerns. 

He said: “The Tories cannot have it 
both ways. They have consistently 
said they want to see more private 
sector involvement in the NHS. 
Polyclinics are the 2008 version of 
what the Tories would like to see 
elsewhere in the NHS. 

“But in a predominantly rural 
area, we have got to be extremely 
vigilant that small GP practices are 
not forced out by stealth. I would not 
be convinced that just because at the 
moment we have not heard poly¬ 
clinics mentioned in Cambridge¬ 
shire, we won’t see them coming 
forward in a year or two. 

“The Government wants more of 
these health centres and wants the 
private sector to be more involved.” 


Recycling 
options to 
be studied 

THE amount of “hard- 
to-recycle” waste going 
to landfill or being fly- 
tipped could be reduced 
if a study can identify 
new recycling options. 

The East of England 
Regional Assembly 
(EERA) has commiss¬ 
ioned Valpak, a pack¬ 
aging and waste con¬ 
sultancy, to look at why 
some materials are 
difficult to recycle. The 
study will look at plast¬ 
erboard, carpet, and 
electrical and elect¬ 
ronic equipment. 

It aims to examine 
the viability for recycl¬ 
ing each material, 
identify gaps in recycl¬ 
ing capacity, and asc¬ 
ertain the quantity of 
the hard-to-recycle mat¬ 
erials. More than 61 per 
cent of waste went to 
landfill last year. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, 
chairman of EERA’s 
regional planning pan¬ 
el, said: “We have ach¬ 
ieved a great deal, 
exceeding Government 
recycling targets in 
Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Cambridgeshire, but 
more still needs to be 
done. 

“There needs to be a 
better understanding of 
what can be recycled 
and the means to 
recycle it.”

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‘Look at congestion fee options’ 



ANTI-congestion 
charge campaigners 
are planning a 
brainstorming event in 
Cambridge - to come 
up with “viable 
alternatives” to the 
unpopular scheme. 
PACCA, the alliance 
set up by 
Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of 
Commerce to fight the 
road tolls, has 
organised a workshop 
to thrash out other 
ways to cut traffic. 

The event will be held 
to coincide with the 
launch of PACCA - 
People Against 
Congestion Charging 
Alliance - on Tuesday, 
July 1. 

The campaign 
organisation said the 
workshop would 
provide “a much- 
needed opportunity 
for businesses and 
individuals to raise 
their own suggestions 
for combating the 
city’s congestion 
problem”. 

It said in a statement: 
“The event will include 
roundtable 

discussions on a wide 
range of topics 
including the Park and 
Ride scheme, cycling, 
buses, travel patterns 
and attitudes towards 
congestion. It will also 
offer the opportunity 
to discuss this issue 


with others who are 
affected, and involved 
in the process of 
reducing congestion.” 
Representatives from 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council, the 
authority proposing to 
charge between £3 
and £5 for driving in 
the city, will also be 
attending and 
participating in the 
discussions. 

John Bridge, chief 
executive of 
Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of 
Commerce, said: 
“What has struck me 
in recent months is the 
amount of people who 


are genuinely fearful of 
the impact that the 
introduction of a 
congestion charge 
would have on their 
everyday lives and 
their cost of living. 

“We understand that 
the aim of congestion 
charging is to get 
people to reassess 
their attitude to 
congestion, but when 
the nurses in our 
hospitals are talking 
about relocating 
because they simply 
could not afford to 
continue to work in 
Cambridge, it must 
surely be a time to 
step back and ask 


whether this is what is 
best for the city. 

“The public 
consultation by the 
county council has 
completely failed to 
accurately gauge the 
feelings and concerns 
of the Cambridge 
population, and 
PACCA wants to 
provide the council 
with viable alternatives 
for consideration. 

“The event, which will 
be held at the Hilton 
Cambridge Garden 
House Hotel, is open 
to anyone with an 
interest in alternatives 
to congestion 
charging.” 


Union fnry over 
£13m temps bill 


A UNION has acc¬ 
used councils of 
running a “deliberate 
scam” after more 
than £13 million of 
taxpayers’ money 
was spent on temp¬ 
orary staff in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire in one 
year. 

The county council 
alone is estimated to have 
paid agency and freelance 
workers almost £5 million. 

The figures were re¬ 
vealed at the annual cong¬ 
ress of the GMB union, 
held in Plymouth. 

The union says tempor¬ 
ary workers provide a 
poorer service than 
permanent staff. 

Cambridge City Council 
and Huntingdonshire Dist¬ 
rict Council were also 
among the big spenders, 
splashing out £1.54 million 
and £1.2 million respect¬ 
ively during 2006/07. 

But South Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council 
spent the comparatively 
paltry sum of £371,000 on 
temps - and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s outlay was just 
£36,000.

The union obtained the 
figures using the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

Ed Blissett, the GMB’s 
eastern regional secretary, 
said: “This is a horrific 
abuse of the public purse. 
It is more than just filling 
in gaps - on this scale it is 
a deliberate scam. 

“Too many councils are 
using cheap temps when 
they should be recruiting 
permanent staff who can 
be properly trained and 
given the experience that 
is necessary to provide 
quality local services to 
the public.” 

Authorities across East 
Anglia spent more than 
£100 million on temps in 
2006/07. The biggest spend¬ 
ers were Hertfordshire 
County Council (£18.5 
million) and Bedfordshire 
(£14 million). 

The rest of Cambridge¬ 
shire’s £13 million figure 
was made up of £686,000 
from Fenland District 
Council, and £4.2 million 
from Peterborough City 
Council. 

Council bosses defended 


the expenditure, arguing 
that different authorities 
had widely varying work¬ 
force needs. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s deputy leader, 
said: “We have a statutory 
obligation to provide 
many of our services - we 
can’t simply say ‘sorry we 
don’t have anyone avail¬ 
able’. 

“Recruiting permanent 
staff in a job market as 
competitive as that in 
Cambridgeshire is always 
going to be extremely 
difficult and our spending 
on temporary staff needs 
to be seen in that context.” 

Deborah Simpson, Cam¬ 
bridge City Council’s head 
of human resources, said: 
“We use temporary staff to 
help us manage vacancies 
whilst we seek to recruit to 
posts on a more perm¬ 
anent basis. 

“We also have temp¬ 
orary staff on a fixed- 
term basis in areas where 
we are restructuring and 
know we will have a 
reduced need for staff in 
the longer term. 

“Temporary staff are 
not used by the council as 
a source of cheap labour.”

Minister promises 
A14 update ‘soon’ 


TRANSPORT secretary 
Ruth Kelly is hoping to 
make an announcement 
“soon” about long-awaited 
improvements to the A14. 

Mrs Kelly, in Cambridgeshire 
to try out the new guided 
busway, said: “I announced 
(last Thursday) a package of 
measures to improve a large 
section of the A14, introducing 
sensors, what we call active 
traffic management, to try to 
manage flow from the Ml to 
Felixstowe. 

“I think that will really help 
people by giving real-time in¬ 
formation about traffic cond¬ 
itions, avoiding traffic jams 
and allowing people to make 
alternative choices, but the 
upgrade of the A14 is also 
necessary. 

“Work is progressing very 
well at the moment and I hope 
to be able to say something 
soon.”

She set out an £89.5 million 
scheme for the new technology 
- but the notoriously busy 
section between Ellington and 
Fen Ditton is not included 
because of the long-hoped-for 
widening scheme. 

Work on the A14 is down to 
start in 2010, but no firm date 
has yet been set. 

Mrs Kelly said she was aware 
of Cambridgeshire South-East 
MP Jim Paice’s Early Day 
Motion backing the “A14: We 
Need Action Now” campaign 
by our sister paper the 
Cambridge News, which urges 
her to proceed quickly with 
upgrading the route between 
Ellington and Fen Ditton. 

She said: “I would be res¬ 
ponding hopefully by making 
an announcement soon. I 
understand how important this 


is to local people. It’s critical 
we deal with congestion issues. 

“Unfortunately, the process 
was held up by a judicial 
review early in the day We are 
cracking on with it.” 

Mrs Kelly was in the county 
to try out Cambridgeshire’s 
guided bus, which will be the 
longest in the world once 
complete. 

The bulk of the £116 million 
project has been funded by the 
Government and so far seven 
kilometres has been built. 

The transport minister was 
clearly impressed and said 
while she understood resi¬ 
dents had suffered months of 
disruption due to the work, it 
would be worth it. 

She said: “I have been really 
impressed. 

“There is huge potential for 
routes like this, the comfort, 
the speed at which the bus can 
travel and the reliability of 
the service.”

Metallic minds play 
rare musical dynasty

AMERICAN metal gods 
Queensryche are currently 
touring, playing both epic 
Mindcrime albums for the 
first time to mark the 20th 
anniversary of their release. 
The Grammy-nominated 
Operation: Mindcrime album was 
released in 1988 and in the US 
went platinum and sold more than 
one million copies worldwide. 

The concept album has been 
favourably compared to the likes 
of others such as Pink Floyd’s The 
Wall and The Who’s Tommy and 
spawned Operation: Mindcrime II. 
These two albums, above all else, 
have helped secure the band 20 
million album sales worldwide. 
“What we’re doing is we’re 
playing them back to back, telling 
the Mindcrime story,” says Geoff 
Tate, lead singer. 

“It’s like a rock musical, in a 
sense. It’s something different. 

“We took it around North America 
and we were very excited. We 
were in Spain and Portugal 
recently and now in Switzerland 
and it’s gone down really well in 
each country we have taken it to. 
“It’s a story about a guy who

unwittingly becomes an 
accomplice to a terrorist 
organisation and I think people are 
interested in that, maybe more so 
these days than when the 
Mindcrime album first came out.”

Rockenfield, Eddie Jackson and 
Chris DeGarmo, aka The Mob, 
decided they needed a front man 
like no other and set their eyes on 
Geoff Tate, then of Babylon. 

“We all grew up in the 60s and the 
70s, which were a very intensive 


time for music,” says Geoff. 
“There were some bands back 
then who were doing things like 
this and putting on full shows 
rather than just playing a few 
songs. 

“We always wanted to do 
something like that and with 
Mindcrime we had the perfect 
material for it.”

LOOK into Bryan Adams’ 
eyes and you’ll see a singer 
who, closing in on his 50th 
birthday, is still passionate 
about what he does. 

Even now, when he performs 
(Everything I Do) I Do It For You, 
which he must have sung at least 
1,000 times, the singer looks as 
though he enjoys every single 
chord. 

Still Canada’s most famous rock 
star, he is, alongside Celine Dion, 
Alanis Morissette and a certain 
bottled drinks mixer, also one of its 
most famous exports. 

He’s also renowned as one of the 
most likeable men in rock music 
and, has a photography career 
sideline. 

Tomorrow will see Adams spend an 
evening at the races when he kicks 
off this summer’s Newmarket 
Nights concert series, which will 
also feature performances from the 
likes of Girls Aloud and a re-formed 
Boyzone.

Adams says he still enjoys playing 
live, but admits it is “unreal at 
times”. 

“But I know everyone there wants 
to have the best time, so I just try to 
accentuate that spirit,” he adds. 
There are certainly no shortage of 
hits to choose from, from Summer 
of ’69 to Can’t Stop This Thing 
We’ve Started and Have You Ever 
Really Loved a Woman? 

And then, of course, there’s that 
song. The love song from 1991 ’s 
Robin Hood: Prince of Thieves, 
(Everything I Do) I Do It For You, 
which spent a whopping 16 weeks 
at number one, still holds the record 
for the longest-running number one 
in UK chart history - which may 
explain why people are so quick to 
list it among their least-loved songs 
of all time. But Adams isn’t fazed. 
“There’s not much to talk about that 
hasn’t already been said about it 
already,” he says, before adding he 
is “still delighted to sing it”. 


The 48-year-old’s current album is 
an acoustic rock workout called 11. 
It is his 11th studio work and has 11 
songs on it, so anyone trying to 
divine a deeper meaning will 
probably have their work cut out. 

So who are the influences behind 
his work, and who has the singer 
got in his own collection at the 
moment? 

“Mostly singers, if it isn’t 70s rock 
it’s R&B,” he says. “My latest CD 
collection is mostly blues - Willie 
Dixon, Ray Charles, Howlin’ Wolf.” 
So, Bryan Adams - singer, 
songwriter, musician, photographer 
and pride of Canada - what, in your 
long career, has brought you the 
most satisfaction? Selling millions of 
albums? Filling stadiums? 
Photographing the world’s most 
powerful and beautiful people? That 
record-breaking number one? 
“Paying the rent from making 
music,” he says, with typical 
understatement. “That has to be it.” 
Which is fair enough - though you’d 
think he might be able to afford his 
own place by now.

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Passat CC takes ‘Comfort 
Coupe’ idea to new heights 


HERE’S a Volkswagen 
Passat which is, well, 
something quite different, 
even if it doesn’t look it at 
first glance. Lower, 
sleeker and more 
upmarket, the Passat CC 
is what its makers call a 
‘Comfort Coupe’ rather 
than any kind of 
cabriolet. Oh and it has 
four doors and a decent 
boot too. 

Volkswagen, of course, 
is keen to explain how 
the Passat CC differs 
mechanically from its 
more conventional saloon 
sibling. Given that it rides 
on exactly the same 
chassis and uses a 
subset of the Passat 
saloon engine range, 


scope for modification is 
predictably slim. The car 
sits 50mm lower, giving a 
centre of gravity closer to 
the road. The driver sits 
15mm lower in the car, 
again supposedly 
imbuing him or her with a 
greater sense of 
connectedness with the 
road surface. Three 
petrol engines and two 
diesel powerplants are 
offered which span a 
range from 138bhp diesel 
right up to 30Qbhp 3.6- 
litre V6 petrol. 

The design of the 
Passat CC is fascinating. 
Despite almost every 
external body panel 
being different to that of 
the saloon model, most 


people may quite easily 
not realise that this is a 
different car. It takes the 
two cars sitting back to 
back to really establish 
what Volkswagen has 
done with the CC. The 
unique steel body is 
31mm longer than the 
saloon’s, that difference 
being made up entirely 
by front and rear 
overhang increases. You 
might think that this may 
well offer a bonus in 
terms of luggage space 
but the sloping boot deck 
actually reduces capacity 
by 40 litres. 

Prices start at £21,040 
and peak at £31,120. 
Insurance groups start at 
10 go up to 16.

Based at Te Awamutu on New Zealand’s 
North Island, Sanders has trained more 
than 1,000 winners, including 18 Group 
One winners and has been champion 
trainer four times. 

However, Sanders originally planned to 
come to England on holiday until he 
received a phone call from Rick Williams, 
the racing manager for Seachange’s 
owner, Karreman Bloodstock Ltd. 

He said: “Rick Williams knew I was 
interested in coming over and he rang me 
one morning and said ‘would you like to 
train Seachange for Royal Ascot?’ 

“I thought he was joking at first. It’d been 
my intention to have a quiet June anyway, 
so I was lucky enough to get the 
opportunity and I said, yes I’d love to.”

on Bury Road and is being ably assisted 
by Jane Ml, who has cared for the mare 
throughout her career. 

“Fortunately, it’s lucky that Jane, who’s 
been with the horse for such a long time 
and knows the horse very well, is here - 
she knows nearly every hair on the 
horse’s body.” 

The highly-talented Seachange has already 
scored seven Group One victories in New 
Zealand for her former trainer, Ralph 
Manning, and Sanders is hoping she can 
make it an eighth. 

He said: “I’m very happy with her. I’ve got 
to know her pretty well over the last three 
weeks or so and she’s absolutely thrived. 
“Based on her racing, I’d say 1400 metres 
would be her best trip here but a testing 
1200 metres should suit. 

“One’s only got to look back on the great 
care she’s had all the time by her past 
trainer. Seven Group One wins don’t come 
easy and I’m happy with everything she’s 
done.” 

Seachange’s English adventure may not 
end after Saturday - a raid on 
Newmarket’s July Meeting is planned. 
“We’re going to have a crack at the Jubilee 
up fresh and see how we go,” said 
Sanders. “If she’s competitive with the 
horses here, then we’ll look at the July Cup 
or the Falmouth over 1600 metres.”

Czech this 
out, it’s a 
KO for Huff 

THERE was joy then misery 
for Newmarket driver Robert 
Huff in Brno, Czech¬ 
oslovakia on Sunday 
Huff thought he had 
earned another podium in 
the latest round of the World 
Touring Car Championship 
after finishing third in the 
second race of the day 
But hours later the young 
driver was gutted to be 
disqualified, losing points 
and dropping down from 
what would have been fourth 
spot in the overall ratings. 

Huff’s Chevrolet Lacetti 
car was excluded by the race 
stewards hours after the 
event because of a technical 
infringement - the front anti¬ 
roll bar link did not conform. 

The Briton’s exclusion 
promoted Augusto Farfus to 
third and champion Andy 
Priaulx to eighth, meaning 
that he retains fourth place. 

It is a huge disappoint¬ 
ment for Huff, who 
magnificently fought his way 
through the field to take what 
would have been his fifth 
podium position in six races. 

It would also have 
cemented his position as the 
leading Chevrolet driver. 

Earlier in the day, Huff 
finished ninth after being 
squeezed on the opening lap 
of the first race. 


Super Pat hits back 



PAT McAleese earned 
victory in spectacular 
style on a dazzling 
professional boxing debut 
in London on Sunday 

The Newmarket light- 
middleweight stopped the vastly 
experienced Steve Cooper in the 
fourth round of their showdown 
at the prestigious York Hall. 

But it only came after 
McAleese, 21, had himself hit the 
canvas in an enthralling contest. 

Three coachloads of 
supporters - as well as dad 
Paddy, who boxed as a pro in the 
1970s, and Mike Sawyer, his 
former amateur coach at 
Haddenham ABC - followed 
McAleese down the Mil. 

And the ex-England under-19 
international, resplendent in 
shorts featuring the Union Jack, 
did not disappoint his massed 
following. 

The heavily-tattooed McAleese 
tested Cooper with a couple of 
left jabs before getting in close to 
land a cracking upper-cut and 
several heavy body shots to take 
the first round at a canter. 

He carried on where he had 


left off in the second, picking off 
the Worcester fighter with some 
tasty head and body 
combinations. 

So it was a shock when, 
midway through the round, 
McAleese was given a count after 
being caught by a stray right¬ 
hander from Cooper, a 30-year- 
old veteran of 31 bouts who went 
into the fight with a reputation 
for seeing off prospects making 
their debut. 

But after clearing his head, 
McAleese went back to work as 


both boxers went toe-to-toe in the 
latter stages. 

Normal service continued in 
the third session with Cooper 
still hanging on despite 
McAleese throwing a variety of 
punishing blows in twos and 
threes. 

After roars of ‘Pat, Pat, Pat’ 
rang around the hall during the 
break, McAleese turned the 
screw in the fourth round. His 
famed body shots - arguably his 
most effective weapon as an 
amateur - did the damage with a 


couple of big digs followed by a 
hefty jab to the head causing 
Cooper’s corner to throw in the 
towel after lmin lOsec of the 
period. 

McAleese was delighted to 
hand Cooper only the third 
stoppage of his career. He said: 
“In your first fight you’ve got to 
be careful not to get carried 
away by the crowd and just keep 
your focus. 

“But one of my traits is losing 
concentration and that’s 
something I’m working on. 

“Luckily, it wasn’t a heavy 
knockdown and I just rolled 
straight back up again. 

“I hope people who saw me as 
an amateur have seen a few new 
things from me. 

“It was a good win because he 
was a tough opponent who could 
take a punch, but I knew once 
he’d dropped his hands after I 
caught him with a couple of 
body shots that he was hurt. 

“You always want a stoppage 
and you don’t mind how it 
happens.” 

McAleese now plans to take a 
short break before returning to 
action in the autumn.
